planned according to 
streets which 
originally were laid 
along twisting roads or Indian trails. 
The Flatiron building is the best 
known, with its knife edge facing 
north while the southern exposure is 
widened in the space between con- 
verglng streets. 
Broadway 
has 
a 
similarly shaped building every few 
blocks up to Times square. 
Broadway bisects Manhattan island 
from the southeast corner to the 
northwest. 
The remainder of the 
main streets are laid out in rectan­ 
gular squares, which causes the odd- 
shaped lots to appear at each Inter­ 
section. 
Times square Itself is formed by a 
51 80 junction of this sort, and Is anything 
15 60 but square, being rather more the 
shape of n diamond, as Broadway 
110 00 crosses Seventh avenue there 
fro m 
| the east and then turns north. 
An apartment house located at Riv­ 
erside drive and One Hundred and 
Sixteenth street is built inside of 
a 
long curve of the latter street, which 
makes the building a triangle with 
one side “ballooned” outward. 
The 
building across One Hundred and Six- 
teenth street, a companion to this one. 
Is built with the curve inward. 
If the 
street could be removed and the two 
buildings joined they would dovetail. 
The new buildings, in conforming 
with the building laws, also have 
created a skyline which in the case 
of each building is beautiful but sel­ 
dom noticed from the street. 
The buildings above the sixteenth 
or twentieth stories are pyramided to 
allow as much light as possible on 
the street, but the streets are so nar­ 
row that no proper perspective can 
be obtained to view the upper {>or 
tio ns.

This yea r there will be a big 
crop of nuts a nd pla nting stock 
ca n be ea sily obta ined. 
( ollect 
the nuts as soon a s they fall, and 
plant them this a utumn, he sa ys, 
either 
in 
perma nent 
loca tion 
where the trees are to sta nd or in 
nursery rows. 
If the nuts are pla nted direct­ 
ly where the forest is to sta nd, 
spa ce 
them 
a bout 
three 
feet 
a pa rt. 
Ma ke a hole with a sha rp 
stick, ma ttock, or spa de for the 
nut a nd cover to 
the 
depth 
of 
a bout two inches. 
With a sha rp 
stick a grea t ma ny wa lnuts can 
be pla nted in a da y. 
C lose 
the 
bole by stepping on it 
with the 
foot. 
The nuts can a lso be pla nted in 
nursery rows 
in 
the 
ga rden. 
Pla ce them in a trench, close to­ 
gether so they touch ea ch other. 
t‘over with two inches 
of 
earth. 
Plant this 
fall. 
Next 
fall 
the 
seedlings will 
be from 
ten 
to 
tw enty inches high a nd the right 
.size to plant perma nently. 
O cca siona lly 
when nuts
